His victory on the same days with his left wing at Yang Se 
Pass, twelve miles further south, is not regarded with as much 
significance, but his strength at Yangtzuling indicates to the most 
enlightened officers here that there is nothing whatever to pre- 
vent him from seizing Mukden whenever his plans call fora 
march on this Russian base. Yangtzuling Pass is twenty miles 
east by northeast of Liao Yang, and only about the same distance 
southeast of Mukden. It is true the Japanese commander left the 
Mukden road, and last Tuesday night, when the latest authentic 
advices came, had his outposts nine miles further west toward 
Liao Yang. It is much feared, however, that these soldiers are 
only a screen for Kuroki’s movements, and that his troops in 
force are by this time well up the _ limestone valley north of 
the Tai River. 


OF EQUAL IMPORT. | 

Ot equal import in connection with Kuroki’s move is the swift 
movement of the Japanese army which won so decisive a victory 
Sunday and Monday morning in and about Simoucheng. While 
the Japanese assert that this army was commanded by Gen. Okun, 
it is believed here almost unanimously by the General Staff that 
it comprises the main division landing at Takushan under general 
command of Lieut.-Gen. Baron Nishi, and acting under the direct 
orders of Marshal Oyama and his chief of staff, Gen. Baron 
Kodama. This army did not move northwest on Haicheng, but 
turned swiftly north into the valley of the Motien Mountains, | 
where, Thursday, it swept aside the Cossack patrols of Misht- 
chenko. Evidently it is to meet the left wing of Kuroki’s army, 
and it is a surmise here that then Kuroki’s troops will be moved 
further north, while the Japanese armies of Oku and Nodzu, in 
filling in the gap, will continue their closing movements on the 
southeast, south and southwest of the Russian forces. 

At no time since the war opened has St. Petersburg been so 
gloomy. Officers who were most enthusiastic in the face of all 
reverses and who planned, on paper, from night to night the 
points at which Japanese would be defeated, practically have 
abandoned hope. They fear now not only destruction.of Kouro- 
patkin’s army within a week, but are becoming reconciled to 
Kuroki’s descent on Mukden. It seems clear that this Japanese 
strategist has at least two armies north of the Tai River, and that

A detachment of the Rus- 
sian medical corps, which was cap- 
tured by the J panese were returned 
to the Russian nes. The Japanese 
losses at Simouchecng amounted to 860 
men, including 8 officers kille 1 and 24 
officers wounded. 

Gen. Kurokt's attack on the late 
Lieut.-Gen. Keller was timed to fore- 
stall the assumption of the defensive on 
the part of the Russians. Gen. Kuroki 
telegraphs that the Russians were 
gradually reinforced until they had 
four divisions.

A resolution was adopted with prac- 
tical unanimity urging upon Congress 
the necessity of the transfer at the ear- 
liest possible date of the management 
of the forest reserves to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, where not only 
the forests, but all the interests in- 
volved, may be “properly studied and 
protected.” 

Discussion of the resolutions. con- 
cerning grazing lands was animated, 
there being a strong sentiment in fa- 
vor of amending those reported by the 
committee so as to urge ae e of 
a strict leasing law for ar veo of 
all States and Territories. As report- 
ed and as finally adopted, the resolu- 
tions are as follows: 9 

Resolved, that we favor the pas- 
sage of a law which will authorize the 
Secretary of Agriculture to thoroughly 
classify the vacant lands of the United 
States and determine the conditions at 


present governine the use of the graz- 
ing areas, and to ascertain those sec- 


tions af the range area, if there be 


any. to which a lease system can be 
applied; and be it fur- 
er 

“Resolved, that the power to create 
and administer forest reserves shall be 
vested in the Department of Agricul- 
ture, which is specially organized and 
equipped for this purpose; and be it 
further 

Resolved, that we favor govern- 
ment control of and jurisdiction over 
all public grazing areas, by or through 
the Department of Agriculture; local 
questions being decided on local 
grounds and under regulations made 
to meet local conditions; that the range 
rights of present users of the grazing 
area as determined by priority of occu- 
— anc present use shall be care- 

lily safeguarded, and that no sudden 
or stringent upheaval of existing con- 
ditions, which would cause commercial 
distress, shall be made. On the other 
hand, such extension must be gradual 
in its effect, and leases granted only 
where locally satisfactory as deter- 
mined by the proper authority.” 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson will 
leave for the West this evening and 
Gifford Pinchot and F. H. Newell for 
the East tomorrow morning. , 


MURDERED BY NEGRO. 


Leading Business Man of Hartford, 
Connecticut Shot Down by Dis- 
charged Body Servant. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 


HARTFORD (ct.) Aug. 5.—Henry 
Osborne, a former Police Commis- 
sioner and a leading business man, 
was murdered today by his former 
colored body servant, Joseph Watson. 
The negro was found tonight hiding 
under a bed in the basement of the 
Osborne home. 

Outside the house at the time the 
murderer was was found a thousand 
persons were gathered and as Watson 
was escorted down the steps to the 
patrol wagon, the air resounded with 
cries of “Kill him!” “Lynch him!” 
but no violence other than of voice 
was attempted. 

Watson, who is 18 years of age and 
very unpreposses ing in appearance, 
did not quail when face to face with 
the shouting crowd. 

“I had it in for Osborne and I killed 
him,” he said. “I am not afraid to 
die, and I am satisfied now that I 
killed him.” 

He then described in detail the kill- 
ng 


Osborne was killed by Watson out 
of revenge for being discharged as 
valet, July 15. Osborne’s family was 
away, but Osborne slept at home each 
night. 
the house last night after Osborne re- 


tired and went to sleep in the base-. 


ment. 

This morning Watson went upstairs 
when he heard Osborne stirring about, 
and met him at the bathroom door, 
firing one shot. Osborne ran into his 
‘bedroom and the negro followed and 
1 two more shots, both taking ef- 
ect. 

The shots were heard by persons on 


the street. who summoned the police.’ 


Osborne was conscious when found, 
and told the officers that he had been 
shot by the negro. He died upon 
reaching a hospital.

MONTANA FOREST FIRES EAT UP 
MOST VALUABLE TIMBER.

With Difficulty, Courier is Able te 
Urge His Horse Through the Zone 
of Flames that He May Give Warn- 
ing to People Fighting Back De- 
vastation,

BUTTE (Mont.) Aug. 5.—A special 
to the Miner from Big Timber, Mont., 
says @ forest fire in the Crazy Moun- 
tams, twenty miles north of Big Tim- 


ber, has done considerable damage in 
the last few days. The fire —

last Sunday and has gradually 
creased uftil it has burned over a 
large stretch of heavily-wooded coun- 
try. Parties in town today from that 
section stated that among the timber 
burned is some of the most valuable 
in that district. 

A Kalispell (Mont.) special to the 
Miner says forest fires are still raging 
with unabated fury in the timber 
lands of that county and from all re- 

rts received thus far the damage 
will run into the thousands of dollars. 
Small holders of timber lands are the 
chief sufferers. : 

The fires are not only confined to the 
forests surrounding this city, but the 
finest lumber sections in Northern 
Montana. The thickly-wooded sec- 
tions about Atlanta, Sterling and 
Fisher River are burning, as well as 
the timber west of Libby and between 
Troy and Bonner's Ferry, Idaho. 

About half a dozen frame buildings 
on the outskirts of White Fish have 
been burned. The people living in the 
timbered sections are all out hting 
the fire, but are almost powerless to 
check its advance. 

Fires raging in North Fork of Flat- 
head River country are doing much 
damage to the timber in the Flathead 
forest reserve, and people returning 
from that section report that the dis- 
tance around the Ares at that point at 

resent exceeds fifteen miles. 

A Whitefish report says the timber 
is on fire on both sides of the county 
wagon road, and it was with difficulty 
a courier was able to urge his horse 
through, having a narrow escape from 
the fire. The road is now said to be 
utterly impassable.

Unfounded Rumor Starts a 
Run on Big Bank. 


Strikers Start Depositors to 
Drawing Out Money. 


Tork Building-trades 
Unions Locked Out. |

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—The strike in the 
packing-hotises had a counter attrac- 
tion today in the excitement attending 
& run on the Drovers’ Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank, which is in the sto 
yards. The rush of the depositors to 
the bank started early because of un 
unfounded rumor that one of the pac‘- 
ers representatives had withdrawn his 
money from the institution, and repor:s 
that the bank was used by the packing 
companies as an adjunct in paying em- 
ployés who have taken the places of 
strikers. 

All day long hundreds of depositors 
stood in line to withdraw their smali 
deposits. When the closing time came 
this afternoon a thousand persons were 
waiting for their money. 

The bank determined to meet the 
emergency, called in extra tellers, and 
the place was kept open until every de- 
positor who presented himself lad been 
satisfied. The paying windows were 
closed after 8 o'clock tonight. Near'y 
two hours befere that time the last 
nage * line had been paid his deposit 

full 


It is estimated that more than 3000 
depositors called and withdrew their 
deposits during the day. When the 
run was at its height the bank with- 
drew $100,000 of its deposit with the 
Commercial National Bank, and a like 
amount from the First National Bank, 
in order to prevent any possibility of 
the bank being unable to meet its obll- 
gations promptly. 

“We have plenty of money to meet 
any kind of a run, said Vice-President 
William A. Tilden tonight, after the 
bank had been closed for the night. 
“We had more than $300,000 in our 
vaults, and besides the $200,000 taken 
from downtown hanks, we received of- 
fers of assistance from the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, the National 
Park of New York and the Standard 
Trust Bank of New York. 

“None of these offers will be ac- 
cepted, as we have on hand all the 
money we need. Our windows will be 
kept open until all depositors are satis- 
fied, but from the appearance of things 
I think the run on our institution ended 
tonight. However, should there be a 
recurrence tomorrow of today’s run the 
bank may pay every one of its 6000 de- 
positors without touching its $400,000 re- 
serve in the First National Bank of 
Chicago.” 

Many workmen now on strike in the 
packing plants have, or had, deposits 
in the Drovers’ Trust and Savings 
Bank, but most of the persons who 
gathered about the place today to de- 
mand their moyey were small trades- 
men doing business in the stock 
quarter and working people who ire 
zot and have not been connected in a 
abor cap..city with the packing plants. 

The ‘leamsters' Union, members of 
which are on strike, has $2000 on de- 
posit in the bank, but no effort. «4s 
made to withdraw this money today, 
the secretary of the union deel tring 
that the meney would remain where it 
— as the bank was aa solid as a 
rock. 

Today's run had no effect on the 
Drovers’ Deposit National Bank, it be- 
ing a separate institution, although be- 
cupying the same rooms as the Drov- 
ers Trust and Savings Bank. 

CONFERENCE RUMORED. 

Rumors of another peace conference 
between the packers and the strikers 
were occasioned tonight by the ap- 
pearance at the Live Stock Exchange 
of John M. Boardman and M. E. Mil- 
ler, president and secretary of the 
Montana Round-up Association, an or- 
ganization of drovers, which sends 
nearly 25,000 head ef cattle to the yards 
each year, The Montana men repre- 
gent several million dollars and an- 
nounced that they were in Chicago to 
investigate the causes and conditions 
surrounding the strike. 

“This strike works great hardshi 
among the Montana herdsmen,” sai 
Miller, “and we are anxious that it 
should be settled. We are ready to 
ship thousands of cattle which are 
held back by the lack of demand and 
the depressed market." 

Although stock yards officers and 
packers’ representatives dénied know!l- 
edge of any peace movement it is sald 
that the Montana men will try to ar- 
range a conference. 

In a statement given out tonight by 
the packers it is asserted that there 
was a considerable increase in today's 
business over that of yesterday. The 
total number of cattle killed today is 
placed at 3963, while 10.319 hogs and 
5207 sheep were slaughtered. 

The strikers tonight declared that 
— strike from now on would be “ac- 
tive." When President Donnelly of 
the butchers’ union, returned to Chi- 
cago today from a trip through the 
West, he immediately went into a con- 
ference’ with other labor leaders. The 
meeting lasted nearly all day and when 
it broke up it was said that another 
meeting would be held tomorrow, when 
same action in err to the calling 
of a strike of the truck drivers 
throughout Chicago would be taken. 
MORE INTERVENTION RUMORS. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.— That the Federal 
government is preparing to take an 
active part in the steck-yards strike 
was indicated today, when Interna- 
tional Secretary Call of the butcher 
workmen divulged the fact that he has 
been in conference with an emissary 
of the United States Department of 
Labor and Commerce. Who this agent 
is or what his immediate plang are, 
Call refused to say, but the strike 
leader made this significant remark: 

“In everything the packing trust is 
doing it is violating the law.

A Russian contingent consisting 
of a regiment or more, attempted by 
advancing through the valley to gain 
the Japanese vosition by a flanking 
movement or from behind the pass, but 
was repulsed after an action lasting 
until sunset, when the Japanese troops 
Abandoned pursuit, and the Russians, 
who stubbornly contested the ground as 
they were forced back, marched away 
toward the town of Gabate. One Japa- 
nese company lost alk of its officers in 
this action, and a sergeant-major was 
finally in command. 

The expulsion of the Russian troops 
from the valley leading to Motten Pass 
was greatly assisted by a Japanese 


| force, consisting of a battalion of in- 


fantry and several guns sent from a 
Japanese brigade stationed on the left 
of the valley, which attacked the Rus- 
sians on their flank, menacing their 
rear and line of retreat. 

On the morning of July 17, the sl 
nese outpost line protecting Mot 
Pass wae entrenched on he lower 
ridge, where the fight oceurred July 4, 


with a few pickets stationed ahead. 
Maj.-Gen. Okazaki, expecting an at- 
tack, had ordered the outposts, if con- 


fronted by a superior force, to with- 
draw to the main line of defense on the 
highest ridge, where the pass was nar- 
rowest. outposts discovered a 
company of cavairy and a large body 
of infantry advancing in the darkness, 
about 2:30 a.m., and retired according 
to instructions. 

When firing began, about 5 a.m., 
the Russian line, facing 
anese trenches 
a mile and a quarter long 
cupied Templo and the road leading di. 
rectly right to Motien Pass, the road 
being nearly parallel with the Jap- 
anese tion for a few hundred 
yards, with a deep chasm a quarter 
of a mile across at the widest, sep- 
arating the two forces, also a wooded 
hillside in front of the pass. 

The firing along this line was severe 
for more than four hours, compara- 
tively few Japanese being hit. The 
Russians were unable to employ ar- 
tillery here, although they were using 
a battery in another fight on the right, 
and afterwcrds in the valley during 
the retreat they fired a few shots. 

The fog lifting at 7 a.m., enabled a 
Japanese battery stationed on a height 
to rake the attacking force effectually. 
The Russians later began to retreat, 
when the Japanese threatened their 
road of retirement, which was stin 
further endangered by the advance of 
another detachment of Japanese on 
their left. 

The Russian officers had collected 
their companies for retreat in close 
formation, as usual, making them 
splendid targets, their dark coats 
forming huge blots against the bril- 
liant gr.en shrubbery. Several shells 
burst among the retreating troops,

Enlisted Men in the Navy. 


In 1890 only about 50 per cent. of the 
enlisted men in the American navy 
were natives of the United States, — 
in 1903 the proportion of natives had 
risen to more than 9 per cent. and 
the chances are that the present year 
will see an advance in excess of 95 
per cent. These figures afford a suffi- 
cient answer to the assertion some- 
times heard in European quarters that 
the enlisted force of the United States 
navy is an incongruous assemblage of 
aliens. They show that it is perhaps 
more largely made up of natives of 
the nation it represents than is any 
other navy in the world. Another sug- 
gestive fact is that most of the na- 
val recruits nowadays come from the 
inland States. On this point a navy 
officer says: “We are getting the best 
men in the navy from the farms of 
Indiana, Illinois, lowa and Kansas. We 
are training them ourselves and don't 
need to take foreigners, as we did ten 
years ago. [New York Press.

WoO Los 1 militia officers— , 


Lieut.-Col. W. G. Schreiber and 
Lieut.-Col. A. W. Bradbury—were 


yesterday detailed by the War De- 


partment to hobnob with the distin- 
guished foreign army officers who are 
coming to the maneuvers near San 
Luis Obispo next week. 

All, the National Guard troops in 
California will start for Camp Atas- 
eadero next Friday night. The Los 
Angeles militiamen—infantry, cavalry 
and signal corps—will leave on the 
Southern Pacific at & o'clock p.m. 

It is to be one of the greatest military 
spectacies ever seen in time of peace 
in America, with an entire division of 


soldiers—reguiars and militia—in bat- |

Many of the officers’ wives and many

fourteen days in Paso Robles, which is 
ten miles from the site of Camp Atas- 
cadero, on the Henry ranch, in San 
Luis Obispo county.

GOOD THING. 
Is CURFEW ORDINANCE. 

Charles Cassat Davis, who was the 
prime mover in getting the new ordi- 
mance passed, has received many letters 
from officials of cities where the law 
has been in effect for some time, and 
they all speak in highest praise of its 
beneficial effect upon the young. 

Henry Warrum, City Attorney of In- 
dianapolis, says the ordinance is éffec- 
tive in keeping the children off the 
streets, and that the school attendance 
has been increased. 

8. C. Hodgkins, Chief of Police of 
Oakland, declares that it has a ten- 
dency to make the children more hon- 
est, and to keep them under home infiu- 
ence. 

Mayor Charles J. Borden of St. 
Joseph, Mo., says: I consider it one of 
the best municipal laws ever passed by 
the city. Only one-third as many boys 
are sent o the reform schools as for- 
merly, and there is a great difference in 
the number of arrests.” 

The curfew ordinance was revived in 
this country in 1894. and now more than 
1000 cities have adopted it. 

Los Angeles has had a curfew ordi- 
nance for several years, but it was 
never enforced. 

The Chief of Police has declared that 
the new law will be carried out im- 
plicitly. 

The ordinance has been submitted by 
Mr. Davis to nearly all of the police 
and Superior Curt judges, and they 
give it their unqualified approval.

WATER RESERVE . 
IS CREEPING UP. 


ter reserve in the city's reservoirs is 
creeping up to the normal 
again, and yesterday showed that the 
amount was within 6,000,000 gallons of 
the 75,000,000 usually held for emergen- 
cies. The rate of gain since the agita- 
tion for economy in the use of water 
was begun has been about 2,000,000 gal- 
lons per day. 
At 9 o'clock yesterday forenoon the 
water department completed its tests 


. but encouragingly the wa- 


on the outfall sewer to determine just 


how much water was running to waste. 
Electric current meters were placed 
on the outfall sewer as was detailed in 
The Times, and also on the sewer 
which drains Boyle Heights, East Los 
Angeles and part of the Sixth Ward, 
and which discharges at the Cudahy 
ranch, where it is used for irrigation. 

By compiling these two sets of fig- 
ures, obtained by meter readings every 
half hour, it is shown that during 
twenty-four hours the highest meter 
reading. which was taken about noon- 
time, was 20,672,000, while the lowest 
reading showed the passing of 10,400,000 
galions through the sewer. This was 
1 3 and 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ng. 

Between the hours of 2 and 4 o'clock 
in the morning the flow is reduced to 
its lowest point: but the figures show 
an enormous wastage of water at this 


level. 


period. Superintendent Mulholland as- 
serts that 1,300,000 gallons of water is 
suffici nt for the discharge into the 
sewers. He says that the flush tanks 
require 300,000 gallons, and that an ad- 
ditional million gallons is an abundant 
supply for the other uses. 

These figures show a wastage of 
about 8,000,000 gallons of precious city 
water through the sewer pipes, and a 
rigid effort will be made to cut this 
down to the minimum. 

Complaints have been made that the 
city itself was wasteful in the use of 
water, and that various leakages were 
making big drains on the supply. The 
department has three different crews 
in the field repairing leakages, and in 
the 470 miles of pi that constitutes 
the system it would not be strange if 
some leaks should not be discovered 
as soon as they occur.

Prof. Rosenbach’s aggressive cam- 
‘paign against the invasion of bacte- 
riologists into the legitimate territory 
of the physician has enlisted the in- 
terest of members oi all divisions of the 
medical profession. His volume on 
„Arzt contra Bakteriologe’” aroused 
much favorable and not a little unfa- 
Lorable comment at the time of its 
appearance in Germ v, and by both 
those who are in a ment with the 
learned author ana these who are 
strongest in opposition to his stand 
it was largely read in ite original edi- 
tion. There are, however, some who 
would have read the book, but were 
unable to do so because of their lack 
of knowledge of the language in which 
it was printed, and so many of the 
views of the scholarly Berlin professor 
were availabie to a number of the 
members of the profession only at sec- 
ond hand. Nowhere has the subject 
of which Prof. Rosenbach treats great- 
er interest than in the United State 
and while on first thought it migh 
have appeared doubtful if there are 
enough readers who will wish to be- 
come acquainted with the volume to 
justify its appearance in English— 
since the German language has become 
so common an accomplishment amon 
those who are as thoroughly educat 
as the average physician and bacteri- 
ologist—those who were unable to avail 
themselves of Prof. Rosenbach's excel- 
lent work in the original are to be 
congratulated on the opportunity af- 
forded them to read it by the transla- 
tin of Dr. Achilles Rose. 

It has already been hinted that Prof. 
Rosenbach is aggressive in his attack 
upon the members of a profession 
closely allied to his own, in fact, a 
profession that ts but a branch of a 

t science of which his is another 
ranch. His stand is firm in attempt- 
ing to stem the tide toward a wild 
réiagn of bacteriology, and his aim is to 
place medicine on a rational basis, 
whence, according to his views, bac- 
teriological aberrations have been en- 
deavoring to banish it. His book treats 
on “morbid proliferation of specialism 
in medicine and a one-sided organoth-

erapy: it opposes unjustified and un- 
warranted claims of the bacterilologis 

aiming at tuberculin and the legion o 
serums.” According to his opinion the 
exclusive jaboratory bacteriologists— 
who, by reason of an unjustified equal- 
ization of experimental injection dis- 
ease with clinical Infectious disease, 
usurp not only the domain of etiology, 
but also the entire realm of pathol- 
ogy and therapy, a domain, therefore, 
which is naturally closed to them be- 
cause it is accessible only to the most 
experienced physiclan—have, in view 
of the force of facts, been ariven al- 
ready to a state of defense. Instead 
of a violent onslaught we observe noth- 
ing but retreat, which often is ardu- 
ously concealed; to keener minds its 
distinct signs are the drastic shifting 
of the mooted problems.” 

Our author clearly sets forth his po- 
sition. He says: “To eliminate all 
doubt as to my position regarding the 
past verdict in the case of ‘physician 
versus bacteridlogist,, I must state 
that I do not consider the same as be- 
ing subject to appeal, and for this rea- 
son I have purposely chosen a title 
which may not enlist the syntpathies 
of all, but which, in my opinion, clearly 
defines the situation. Now that an un- 
questionable change of viewpoints 
and hence of scientific points at issue, 
has taken place, I once more present 
for unbiased consideration those evi- 
dences which are characteristic of the 
various stages of the controversy. And 
not only those which the physician, en- 
dangered in his possession, is justified 
in bringing forward to secure his 
rights, in opposition to the demands of 
bacteriologists (who dare to direct the 
course of this world from their official 
table and to ignore ~ well-established 
facts,) but also proofs of the social and 
ethical dangers which would arise from 
any absolute supremacy of bacteriol- 
ogy. More particularly have I fought 
against bacteriologists operating in ab- 
sentia, a court council of war, as it 
were, who remote from the raging bat- 
tle, consider themselves capable of 
giving directions to the real fighters 
in the battle against disease. On the 
other hand, bacteriology as a biological 
science, concerning itself with quali- 
ties of smallest organisms, cannot be 
too much promoted. It is capable of 
far-reaching development. As I have 
stated at other times, especially will 
the study of symbiotic processes yield 
manifold disclosures in physiology, al- 
though its importance regarding the 
origin of disease may have been greatly 
exaggerated.” 

From this it will be seen that Prof. 
Rosenbach is perfectly sane in his in- 
vestigation into the case of Physician 
versus Bacteriologist. While he is 
righteously indignant at the extreme 
to which enthusiasts have carried the 
claims of bacteriology, he is by no 
means arrogant in his attitude. The 
future will decide,” he says, whether 
I am right or wrong, and in what re- 
spects I have gone too far: Post fata 
nostra pueri, qui nunc ludunt, nostri 
judices erunt.” And it is this very 
acknowledgment that his work is not 
infallible, that has won and shall con- 
tinue to win for him for our author 
the ear of his opponents as well as the 
confia ‘nce of those who follow him in 
his war. 

As to the contents of the book, there 
is not sufficient room at my disposal 
to go into the matter at length, The 
title heads, which are admirably sug- 
gestive, will bring to the professional 
reader's mind some hint as to what 
will be found between the covers. The 
work opens with an essay on the mu- 
tations of therapeutic methods, with 
special consideration of the doctrine 
of antisepsis. This is followed by 
chapters on “Significance of Animal 
Experiment for Pathology and Therapy 
—Injection Disease and Infectious 
Disease;"” “Disease from the View 
Point of the Laws of Organic Devel- 
opment as a Special Phase of the

THE GEMS OF THE FAST. Ry H. Savage 
Lardor. Harper & Brothers, New York. 
This is a volume of real value. It is 

not a series of scattered impressions 

by a traveler who does it for the fun 
there is in it, but the record of what 
is genuine exploration and scientific 
observation. And yet it is written in 
the style of a traveler, simple, inter- 
esting and untechnical. There have 
been a number of superficial accounts 
of the Philippines written and it will 
be a subject for writers for some time. 
There have been also several valua- 
ble books written. This is the most 
recent work; it is founded upon per- 
sonal experience and observation, and 
is a valuable account not merely of the 
islands, the work there by the Ameri- 
cans, but also of actual conditions of 
many things there and of the pros- 
pects for the future. We have said 
that it is based upon personal observa- 
tion. The author states that his trip 
occupied 250 days’ continual traveling, 
on foot, horseback, by canoe, rafts and 
steamers. The distance covered in the 
archipelago was altogether over 16,000 
miles. We can well believe the writ- 
er. There is an excellent map prefixed 
to the volume and on it his route is 
traced. It was a vast undertaking. Irf 
many places Mr. Landor was the first 
white man ever seen by the natives. In 
some cases he was able to travel with 
United States military expeditions and 
was present during the campaign 
against some tribes and witnessed the 
capture of the celebrated fort at Baco- 
lod. He must hate been a man af 
great nerve to take snap shots of the 
soldiers under some of the circum- 
stances. But the book is not made up 
of mere travels and adventures. The 
author has much more important pur- 
poses in his trip. He has brought to- 
gether no little material for the c- 
entific study of the ethnology of the 
island. He gives many tables of an- 
tropometrical measurements. Some of 
these are of tribes that have never 
before been studied. He looks upon 
the people and the country with the 
eve of a man of science and his book 
will be eagerly studied by ethnologists. 

There is also a good deal said about 

the administration of the islands since 

they have come under the control of 
the United States. It is to this side of

causes. He says: “At the threshhol 

those who investigate will encounter at 
least four self-evident malignant forces 
with enormous powers for evil whicti 
are in active operation. (1.) The im- 
moral influence of the Roman Catholic 
Church, reaching out in all directions 
as in ages past, and corruptly obtain- 
ing political power and untold prop- 
erty. (2.) Manhood’s suffrage, upon 
which no honestly administered gov- 
ernment can exist. (3.) Nearly, prac- 
tically, unqualified, unrestrained, unre- 
stricted immigration, and (4) whole- 
Sale fraudulent naturalization.” It 
may be that the last two are great 
evils. But why make such wild asser- 
tions as the first two? e whole ar- 
gument is vitiated by such a K 
ure. We are not by any means in 
Sympathy with the Roman Church in 
its doctrines or practicés in many 
—— But such a charge as is here 
rought and repeated elsewhere in * 
book is monstrous and false. We do 
not think that the male sex is a qtial- 
ification for suffrage, but we canno 
admit that manh suffrage is one o 
the four potent causes from which flow 
our degradation. Suffrage is practically 
as unrestricted elséwhere and the 
degradation, according to the author, 
does not result, at least in the same 
degree, and we therefore doubt that it 
is a cause in this country.

But 
at length her defender has risen and 
has delineated for us an Old Mal 
whose breadth of view, kéeefifiess o 
insight, and depth of sympathy, joined 
to a philosophic acceptance of lte 
and a fund of genuine humor, entitles 
her in her quiet corner“ to a rank 
equal to that of any dweller in a “cen- 
ter of affection.”

_A charming love story of the genuine 
old fashioned kind, with a delightful 
‘heroine and a witty and resourceful 
hero.

appy faculty of being on hand at pre- 
cisely the psychologic moment. His 
letters are full of color and sparkle 
with witty sayings and clever delinea- 
tions of character. Above all, he is 
tremendously in love, and yet is mas- 
ter both of himself and of the situa- 
tion: hence the love-making between 
him and Cynthia is of an unusually fine 
flavor and merely whets the appetite 
instead of cloying.

Levy Upon Famous EI Molino 
Ranch Declared Valid by State 
Supreme Court and Judgment for 
Hundred Thousand Stands—insane 
Man Wanders for Hours Nude. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 5.—A 
telegram was received here this after- 
neon from the clerk of the Supreme 
Court announcing that the court has 
affirmed the judgment of the lower 
court in the case of Mayberry against 
Whittier. Whittier obtained judgment 
against Mayberry in the local courts 
fm 1899, and under this judgment he 
levied “upon El Molino ranch, near 
Pasadena. At the time of this levy 
Mrs. Mayberry was suing the defend- 
ant for divorce in the Los Angeles 
court, and that court granting an in- 
terlocutory decree, set apart two- 


thirds of the ranch to the wife as her | 


separate property. This order was 
made a few days before Whittier's 
levy was placed upon the ranch, and 
Mrs. Mayberry instituted an action 
against Whittier to restrain Him from 
selling the property, claiming that 
when the court made the order setting 
‘the property, she took it freed from 
‘the claims of her husband's creditors. 


Whittier’s attorneys, Otis, Gregg and 


‘Burr of this city, contended that Whit- 
Gers execution was a valid one, as 
‘the property levied upon was com- 
munity property, therefore should de 
held liable for community debts. The 
action against Whittier was heard be- 
fore Judge Shaw. who denied the in- 
; ss. The suit was appealed by 
re. Mayberry, and this decision of 
the higher court affirms Judge Shaw’s 
decision, and the $100,000 judgment 
rendered against Mayberry stands.

SANTA ANA. 
DRAINAGE CANALS UPHELD. 
SANTA ANA, Aug. 5.—A decision of 

importance to farmers in the peat- 
lands, because it safeguards them in 
the maintenance of drainage canals, 
was handed down today by Judge West 
in the case of Neel ys. Borchard. The 
suit was filed last winter by W. T. 
Neel of Talbert, who wanted to col- 
lect from his neighbor, Caspar Bor- 
chard, $2106 alleged to be due him be- 
cause he claimed his crops were dam- 
aged by a drainage canal maintained 
by Borchard. 

He also prayed for a permanent in- 
junction restraining Borchard and oth- 
ers from continuing to maintain the 
ditch, which was forty feet wide and 
over two and a half miles long, one of 
the most important canals of the en- 
tire district which has since been in- 


District. 

The case was heard for two weeks 
before Judge West during the latter 
part of March and the early part of 
April and G@nally submitted on briefs.

This 
is the first decision of the kind estab- 
lishing the legality of the drainage 
ditches now so prevalent in the peat- 
lands, and it is therefore of far-reach- 
ing significance ag assuring beyond 
probability of legal controversy that 
the ranchers are acting within their 
rights in building the big canal sys- 
tems to drain their lands and make 
them tillable.

TO BURN, 
AND BURNED IT. 


PATHETIC STORY OF WHEARST’S 
NEWSPAPER VENTURES. 


The Days of Old, When Dollars 
Were Not Considered—The Va- 
but Not Varied “Examiners” 
Started With an Eye on the St. 
Louis Convention—Pitiful Descent. 


(SPECIAL Gr TIMES.1 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—It is not 
the purpose of this brief article to 
rake up the reeking skeleton of Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, aspirant for 
the Democratic nomination for Presi- 
dent of the United States. This story 
has to do with William Randolph 
Hearst, publisher of many newspapers, 
and the change of heart of that great 
man, 

Up to something like ten years ago 
Mr. Hearst confined his publishing ef- 
forts to the State of California, where 
he ran the San Francisco Examiner, 
a newspaper that abused every decent 
man., Democratic, Republican and Pro- 
hibitionist, in the State. About ten 
years ago, be the same more or less, 
and nobody remembers the exact date, 
Mr. Hearst reached across the con- 
tinent and bought the New York 
Journal, a newspaper of uneven ways 
and uncertain existence. He announced 
that he proposed to transform the pa- 
per, and he did. 

One great drawback, however, was 
that the paper did not have an Asso- 
ciated Press franchise. Joseph Pulit- 
zer, who is the owner of the New 
York World, refused to allow Mr. 
Hearst's Journal in the Associated 
Press, and that objection prevailed. 
At that time, however, Mr. Hearst was 
in the first flush of his glory as a 
transcontinental newspaper publisher, 
so he gayly bought the New York Ad- 
vertiser, a morning newspaper having 
an Associated Press franchise, paid 
$225,000 therefor, although it was hard- 
ly worth that number of cents, and, 
consolidating it with his Journal, got 
the Associated Press franchise, and 
boasted over Mr. Pulitzer. 

To say that this expenditure of 
money made the publishers of other 
newspapers in New York feel chilly is 
expressing the thing mildly. They 
were in the habit of running their 
newspapers along business lines, and 
of taking an occasional glance at the 
balance sheet to see what was doing 
in the matter of finance. Here was a 
new publisher among them who ap- 
peared to care nothing at all for bal- 
‘ance sheets and such foolish notions, 
‘and who blazed along spending money 
without regard to what came in over 
the counter. Then Mr. Hearst's peo- 
ple said that the principal duty of the 
Journal would be to put the New 
York World out of business. The fact 
that the New York World 16 today 
making more money and is a greater 
newspaper than it ever was before 
shows that so ibly Hearst 
—made a slight mistake. 

MONEY NO OBJECT. 

In the first part of his career in 
New York, Hearst was a wonder. 
Nobody around the Journal office ever 
stopped for a moment to think what 
a piece of fireworks would cost. The 
thing to do was to set off the fire- 
works and figure out expense after- 
ward. Even this grew tiresome to the 
young man from California, so, some 
four years ago, he threw the publish- 
ers of Chicago newspapers into fits 
bv announcing that he would start a 
newspaper there. He started one. He 
called it, with becoming modesty, 
Hearst's (Chicago American, and at 
about the same time he changed the 
name of his morning newspaper in 
New York to the American, He was 
plannig then to be America itself, and 
he said that his newspapers were 
“American newspapers for the Ameri- 
can people.“ He also said they were

For a time 
thereafter the new Hearst papers were 
confined to rumors. After a while, 
however, the yearning Yor starting a 
paper won again, and under the appeals 
of the labor unions Hearst started a 
paper in Los Angeles. He said most 
amazing things about his new paper 
there. He said that the town went 
dippy over it, that the people had 
parades, and, of course, ag a mere in- 
cident, the Los Angeles Times was a 
busted proposition. 

Then Boston appealed ‘to him as an 
alluring proposition. There are sa lot 
of labor union men in Boston, But 
Hearst did not know then, and maybe 
does not know now, that these Boston 
labor men, union and non-union, are 
a queer lot. They read things and 
do some thinking on their own hook. 
However, Hearst started a newspaper 
in Boston. The laboring men of Bos- 
ton kept on reading the newspapers of 
Boston that they had been accustomed 
to read for many years. 

So the Hearst papers were all started 
in full blast before the St. Louis con- 
vention got busy on the Hearst au- 
topsy. That is over, so let it go. 

IN THB GOOD OLD DAYS. 

Four or five years ago now the 
Hearst newspapers were sending com- 
missioners” to the far corners of the 
earth. They were wonderful men and 
they wrote wonderful pieces for the 
papers. They started all of their cable- 
grams to the Hearst papers with the 
personal pronoun I. They attempted 
to interview Emperors, Kings and po- 
tentates, and they told about the color 
of the horses that hauled them to the 
royal palaces of Europe. They de- 
clared war, stopped war and changed 


newspapers every morning. Cable tolls 
come high, but what did these “com- 
missioners” care? They were running 
the earth. Was there famine in India? 
A Hearst newspaper commissioner was 
on the spot with a yacht full of sup- 
plies to relieve it. Was a Cuban beauty 
locked up in a Spanish dungeon in 
Cuba? Hearst to tke rescue. For the 
things. they wrote, and the things they 
said and the things they did would 
knock you dead. 

In those days the Washington bureau 
of the Hearst newspapers was a place 
to be walked into reverently. There 
were chiefs, subchiefs, assistant chiefs, 
an army of reporters and some other 
people There were conferences in the 
bureau. A visitor would find great 
men-—journalists—in conference there. 
It was awe-inspiring. Then, once in 
a while, a “commissionér” of the 
Hearst papers would come to town. 
Lordy, what men these commissioners 
were! Old Washington correspondents 
had fits when they showed up. They 
were mighty men of valor. They con- 
ferred and confabbed with one another 
and they wrote long pieces for the 
papers, and all of the pieces com- 
menced with the personal pronoun IL 

Such was the game when Hearst had 
two newspapers, one in New York and 
one in San Francisco. Now he has five. 
There is a great war on over in the 
Far East. Does anybody notice that 
it is being run by Hearst newspaper 
commissioners? They ran the Span- 
ish-American War, so they said, and 
they ran the Boer War. Where are 
they? Where is the great bureau in 
Washington,. with its commissioners, 
chief, subchiefs, assistant chiefs, re- 
porters and the rest? One man, an ex- 
cellent man, is in those heretofore mag- 
nificent walls. 

All of which shows that the sun do 
move.

IMPORTANT CASE DECIDED BY 
THE SUPREME COURT. 


POMONA, Aug. 5.—An important suit 
which has been in the courts for a long 
time, and in which the city of Pomona 
and the Southern Pacific were contest- 
ing for the possession of a street, has 
been decided in favor of the city. The 
decision was rendered in San Fran- 
cisco today by the Supreme Court, and 
the city authorities were notified to- 
night in a message from that city.

GELES PLANTS COMBINED. 


— 


New Concern Will Make Strong 
Bid for Northern Businese—New 
Machinery Will Greatly Increase 
Capacity—Company Backed by Men 
of Wealth and Ability. 


SANTA MONICA, Aug. 6.—A merg- 


ing of the interests of the Los Angeles 
Pressed Brick Company of Los Angeles 


and of the Sunset Brick and Tile Man- 
ufacturing Company of Santa Monica 
has been effected. Under the amal- 
gamation or community of interests 
the plants and business of the two 
companies have been thrown together 
in their operation, although each fac- 
tory will continue to be operated as 
heretofore. The Santa Monica factory 
will be designated as plant No. 2 and

The capital stock of the Los 
Angeles corporation, formerly $250,000, 
has been increased to $350,000, and the

‘sociated corporations. Among these 


are E. P. Clark, Robert F. Jones, W. 
T. Gillis, J. H. Spires and C. H. Sweet. 
The officers of the Los Angeles corpo- 
ration are Charles H. Fort, president; 
W. C. Patterson, vice-president: West 
Hughes, secretary; Henry Obee, su- 
perintendent. 

The Santa Monica plant is now on 
the order for 600,000 brick for the 
storm drains for Los Angeles. This 
plant will at once be equipped for 
turning out pressed brick, repressed 
brick, vitrified pacing brick, roof tiling 
and conduits. It is now working on or- 
dinary brick, but with the superior 
quality of clay available it will be but 
a short time until the factory will be 
thipping its product to San Francisco, 
where there is a good demand for brick 
of the various shades of red.
